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It seems appropriate to apply annually one of the measuring sticks 
in extension work as it affects rural young people enrolled in the 4-H 
Clubs. The measuring stick considered here is the number of former 4-H 
Club members now enrolled as students in agricultural and home-economics 
courses at the State colleges of agriculture. 


This summary is based on information which the writer has obtained 
from State club leaders relative to the enrollment, for the college year 
of 1939-40, of former 4-H Club members in the courses in agriculture and 
home economics at the State colleges of agriculture in the 13 Central 
States. 


The data for the college year 1939-40 show that, of the reported 
18,354 students enrolled in agriculture and home economics, 6,934, or 
37.78 percent, were former 4—H Clud members. 


DISTRIBUTION: A copy of this summary has been sent to each of the follow- 
ing: President, dean of agriculture, dean of home economics, and registrar 
of State agricultural colleges; director of extension, State club leader, 
county agent leader, and home demonstration leader; extension editor; agri- 
cultural-college library and experiment-station library. 
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For the college year 1939-40, Illinois ranked first, with 49.53 

. percent of these students being former 4-H Club members; Indiana second, 
with 47.94 percent; Nebraska third, with 44.79 percent; Kansas fourth, 
with 43.32 percent; and Iowa fifth, with 41.56 percent. 


These data seem to indicate that the 4—H Club movement is fostering 
a desire on the part of 4-H Club members to obtain additional scholastic 
training, and that it is directing an increasing number toward the State 
colleges of agriculture. That the awarding of scholarships to 4-H Club 
members has been a factor in encouraging attendance at the State colleges 
of agriculture is probably true. 


No attempt has been made to obtain information regarding entrance 
into courses other than agriculture and home economics or at any college 
other than the State college of agriculture. It is known, however, that 
many former 4-H Club members enter other courses at the agricultural col- 
lege, and also that many more enroll as students at other educational insti- 
tutions. 


Since 1927, the number of former 4—~H Club members enrolled in agri- 
culture and home economics at the State collcges of agriculture in the 13 
Central States has increased more rapidly, proportionately, than has the 
total number of students enrolled in these courses. If the figure 100 is 
used as a base for 1927428, the relative volume of former 4—H Club members 
enrolled as students has increased to 830 in 1939-40.
